The protest against re-opening 
Abington Street to traffic in 
Northampton town centre on Saturday 
was very impressive. 

The public were invited to write their 
views about the plan on Abington Street 
itself using chalk. Pretty soon the pav¬ 
ing was covered with messages which 
included a long ladder of NOs. 

It was clever, effective and washable. 
People of all opinions must have had a 
sneaking admiration for the creativity 
at work there. 

This has followed a report on the desir¬ 
ability of a car free shopping environ¬ 
ment commissioned from the universi¬ 
ty and numerous angry clashes in the 
council chamber. Labour and the 
LibDems are against reopening the 
street to traffic. Set against this is the 
intransigence of the Conservative led 
administration in the Guildhall. 

The council leader David Mackintosh

CUT OUT & KEEP 
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Bespoke boots spanning the generations 


REPORTER Lawrence John finds 
what it takes to make a pair of 
bespoke riding boots at Horace 
Batten’s base in Ravensthorpe

Horace Batten in Northamptonshire 
make bespoke boots and have an 
illustrious client list which includes 
Darth Vader. 

Lord Vader is one of the most 
famous customers which the 
bootmaker has produced footwear 
for during its 106 years in the 
county. 

These particular size 14 designs 
were made for the Empire Strikes 
Back. 

The pair of heavy wax calf jack 
boots were made in 1980, for the 
actor Dave Prowse who was playing 
the fictional character. They had to 
be made bigger as at the time he 
was suffering from a bad toe. 

Darth Vader’s boots cost £185. 

The firm has received quite a few 
calls from film companies wanting 
boots and could have been in the 
Harry Potter films but they needed 
the boots the next day and Horace 
Batten simply could not do a 24 
hour turn around. 

Horace Batten has been based in 
Ravensthorpe since 1908, prior to 


this the company were in the East 
End of London, Gloucestershire and 
Ilminister in Somerset. 

The Batten family can trace their 
history back to the time of the Civil 
War and Cromwellian times when 
they first started making boots. 

The footwear, which is made 
especially for each client, costs in 
the region of £800-£l,500 and take 
five months to produce. 

This year is the 100th anniversary 
of the start of the First World War 
and many of the officers who fought 
in this conflict would have worn 
Batten Boots. 

Indeed they made (at the time) the 
new field boot which had laces up 
the front so the officers could also 
use them as riding boots. 

The firm has a long tradition of 
making boots for officers and if you 
watch Trooping of the Colour this 
summer they will have made half of 
those worn by the soldiers parading 
before the Queen. 

Director Tim Batten said: “We 
have made boots for lots of wars 
and probably made them for the 
Battle of Waterloo. 

“We tend to make boots for 
officers rather than the troops but I 
think we have been at every major 
conflict since the Civil War. 

“In the First World War bootmak¬ 
ers and shoemakers were exempt 
from being called up even though a 
number of them went.” 

It takes at least three fittings 
which the customer has to attend. 

Customers travel from all over the 
world to come for their fittings and 



one customer even flew in to 
Heathrow and took a black cab to 
Ravensthorpe, had the fitting then 
got back in the taxi to Heathrow 
and flew home. 

Horace Batten can be deemed as a 
niche manufacturer which looks 
after a small market. 

But this is a dedicated market who 
keep returning to Northampton¬ 
shire for their boots. 

In some cases, at least three 
generations of the same family have 
bought their boots from the 
company. 

Mr Batten said: “We have a good 
reputation and we like to think we 
are as good as any of the other boot 


manufacturers. We get our box calf 
leather from France and wax calf 
from Devon where there is the last 
oak bark tannery. 

“This leather costs us three times 
the amount we pay for conventional 
leather. 

“While other leather will have split 
and crack ours will be perfect. 

“I believe I can tell a pair of Batten 
boots at 20 paces. 

“One of the reasons people come to 
us for boots is they 
are re-assured 
by the quality 
of the work 
and they 
last.”

Punches thrown 
at teen’s inquest

Punches flew yesterday at the 
inquest of 17-year-old Elliot 
Edwards who died from a 
morphine overdose and 
alcohol intoxication. 

At the end of the hearing a 
woman with Elliot’s mother 
attacked witness Keiron 
Morris who had been in the 
property where Elliot was 
taken ill. 

She shouted something 
before starting to punch him 
repeatedly in the face. 

She had to be pulled away 
by the coroner’s assistant and 


DC Rhonda Willison from 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Mr Morris was left with 
a bloody nose. 

The inquest had 
heard how Elliot, for¬ 
merly of Abbey 
Road, Far Cotton, 
Northampton, was 
confirmed dead at 
Northampton 
General Hospital on 
July 22, 2012. 

The inquest was told Elliot 
took at least 20 morphine 
tablets as well as snorting 
crunched up tablets. He fell 
asleep and never woke up. 

Coroner Anne Pember said: 


“This was a tragic and 
untimely death. His death 
was accidental and 
drug related.” 

■ Giving her evi¬ 
dence, DC Willison 
had said Aaron 
Manton had been 
jailed in July 2013 
for four years and 
four months and 
Rachel Priest to 14 
months but she was released 
after six after she appealed. 

Both known to Elliot, Manton 
was jailed for possession and 
supplying Class A drugs and 
Priest for permitting the supply 
of drugs in her home.

Word on street 
is ‘NO’ to cars

A chalk protest covered 
the pavements of 
Abington Street on 
Saturday afternoon in 
objection to plans to 
reopen the street to traf¬ 
fic. 

Hundreds of passers-by 
joined in the demonstra¬ 
tion, set up by protest 
group Occupy 

Northampton, by picking 
up pieces of chalk and 
writing their messages of 
objection on the floor. 

Messages included ‘do 
we need another road?’; 
‘town centre is a social 
place’; ‘leave Abington 
Street alone’; ‘care not 
cars’; ‘listen to the peo¬ 
ple’ and ‘keep cars off 
this street’. 

Another message asked 
the question ‘Should 


Abington Street open to 
traffic?’, to which over 
100 people wrote ‘no’ in a 
long ladder along the 
street. 

Phil Leach, of Occupy 
Northampton, who 
organised the protest, 
said: “It was great to see 
so many passers-by join¬ 
ing in, which goes to 
show how many 
people really 
don’t want this 
to happen. 

“By holding 
this event, it is 
clear how 
deeply unpop¬ 
ular the bor¬ 
ough council’s 
decision is to de- 
pedestrianise the street.” 

One passer-by was 
Janece Morrison, 23, 
who said: “I don’t think it 
should happen, it brings 
no benefits to the com¬ 




munity. The businesses 
don’t want it and we 
don’t want it, it’s ridicu¬ 
lous. 

“The street is really 
pretty as it is and should 
be kept that way. To add 
cars is stupid. It just 
won’t be our town any¬ 
more.” 

On Monday, 
campaigners 
also handed in 
a 1,000-strong 
petition in a 
new bid to 
stop the 
plans. 

Leader of 
Northampton 
Lib Dems, Cllr 
Sally Beardsworth, 
said: “The protest was 
brilliant. So many people 
took part and it high¬ 
lighted how a lot of peo¬ 
ple do not want these 
plans to go ahead. 

“But it seems 
Mackintosh does not 
want to listen. It has got 
to the stage where it 
seems there is nothing 
else we can do.” 

Cllr David Mackintosh, 
Leader of the borough 
council, said: “In the 
next few weeks work will 
start to reopen the mid¬ 
dle stretch of Abington 
Street. This is all part of 
our strategy to bring eco¬ 
nomic growth and 
improve the vitality of 
Northampton. We are 
creating an area where 
people can be picked up 
and dropped off in the 
heart of the town. This 
will bring the area back 
to life as we make it easi¬ 
er for shoppers and sup¬ 
port local businesses.”

Relatives’ horror 
at grave attacks

Vandals went on a rampage through 
Dallington Cemetery last Thursday night 
knocking over 15 gravestones in a ‘seemingly 
random attack’. 

Relatives have been left horrified by the 
scenes. After they heard the news the 
next day they rushed down to the 
cemetery in Harlestone Road. 

Some arrived to find headstones 
of their loved ones were spared, but 
some weren’t so lucky. 

Brenda Judd, 64, of Yardley 
Hastings, went to the cemetery to 
find her mum and dad’s headstone 
knocked over. 

She said: “When I saw the headstone 
on the floor I was absolutely horrified. 

How can anyone do this? It is just absolutely 
wicked and disgusting. Whoever did this 
should come back down here and put it right. 

“I’m so upset, just devastated.” 

Freda Tero, 73, of Dallington, found the 
gravestone of her late husband still standing, 


but felt disgusted by what had happened.“My 
daughter called us because she heard about 
this on the radio,” she said. 

“I rushed down here to make sure it was ok, 
and it was. But this is horrible, it’s not very 
nice and not fair on those who came to visit 
their relatives.” 

Tim Haslap, 50, of Duston, has seven 

relatives buried at the cemetery including 
his mum and dad. 

He found the headstones of his 
relatives left standing, but still felt 
angry about the attack. 

“I think those who did it are 
idiots,” Mr Haslap said. 

“They should be put away and 
locked up. If it was their own 
parents they wouldn’t do this.” 

The incident took place sometime 
between 10pm on Thursday, March 27 
and 6am the next day. 

A Northants Police spokesman said: “This 
type of vandalism is particularly upsetting for 
the relatives whose family gravestones have 
been damaged. 

“We urge anyone who knows anything about 
these mindless attacks to contact us.”

A 63-year-old man was air¬ 
lifted to hospital last 
Thursday after collapsing at 
a petrol station in 
Northamptonshire. 

The Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance (WNAA) were 
called out to a garage off the 
Ml. 

They had received reports 
of a 63-year-old who had 
collapsed and gone 
into cardiac arrest. 

The crew left 
their base at 
5.07pm and land¬ 
ed next to the 
incident 10 min¬ 
utes later. 

With the assis¬ 
tance of the East 
Midlands Ambulance 
Service (EMAS), the patient 
was given advanced life 
support at the scene. 

The crew also took control 
of the patient’s breathing. 

He was then immobilised 
before being flown to 
University Hospitals 
Coventry & Warwickshire for 
further treatment. 



The patient’s current condi¬ 
tion is unknown. 

WNAA regularly provide 
treatment on the scene of 
an incident and a 
rapid means of 
transport to the 
hospital most 
suited to treat the 
casualty’s specific 
injuries or illness. 
The WNAA also 
attended to a motor¬ 
cycle passenger on 
Sunday who was airlifted 
to hospital after the bike she 
was on rolled over in 
Braunston. 

The patient’s condition is 
currently unknown.

A Romanian family fled their 
home after they thought it had 
been hit by an earthquake. 

Three people ran from the 
house in Brook Street, 
Northampton, when they heard a 
loud noise - the roof had 
collapsed. 

They rushed outside to find 
bricks had crashed onto the pave¬ 
ment from the roof. 

Andra Paveluc, 16, who is from 
Romania, was in the build¬ 
ing at the time with her 
cousin Lonut Chirila, 18, 
and her friend George 
Calbaza, 17. 

She said: “We were all 
inside chilling when 
we heard a big noise. 

“We thought it was 
just construction work, 
but then we heard another 
noise and thought it was an 
earthquake. 

“We went outside and saw bricks 
all over the place, so we rushed to 
the other side of the road and 
waited for the fire service to 


Semilong, as the roof gave way 
and slumped over the edge of the 
building. 

A fire crew from The Mounts 
arrived at the scene at 3.30pm 
and cordoned off the area. Two 
elderly gentlemen from neigh¬ 
bouring buildings were evacuat¬ 
ed. 

A building control officer from 
the council later arrived to ensure 
the site was safe. It is now up to 
the private landlord to repair the 
damage.

Pisi backs Saints to break 
through their speed bump

George Pisi admits that 
Northampton Saints’ season has 
hit a ‘speed bump’ but he insists 
that the squad are determined to 
get back to their best ahead of 
tonight’s Amlin Challenge Cup 
quarter final against Sale Sharks. 

Northampton will play their 
Premiership rivals for a place in 
the last four of Europe’s secondary 
competition but go into the 
crunch clash having lost their last 
three matches. 

Pisi says he is pleased the blip 
has come now - rather than at a 
more crucial stage of the season - 
but it cannot be allowed to con¬ 
tinue this evening otherwise 
Northampton’s interest in 
European rugby will be at an end. 

Both teams have the incentive of 
earning a home semi-final against 
either Harlequins or French Top 
14 side Stade Francais but Sale are 
presently pushing for a top four 
spot in the Premiership on the 
back of four straight wins - includ¬ 
ing one against Saints - and are 
sure to be stern opponents. 

“There’s always room for 
improvement,” said Samoan cen¬ 
tre Pisi. “We’ve hit a speed bump 
but we want to get some momen¬ 
tum this week and get another 
chance at winning silverware. 

“For us it’s about getting back to 
what we do best and winning. 

“Our biggest focus this week is 
winning and beating Sale up there 
where they are always going to be 
tough.” 

Saints dropped into the Amlin 
after failing to qualify for the 
quarter finals of the premier 
European tournament the 
Heineken Cup, but this a competi¬ 
tion they would dearly love to win

and is much more than just a con¬ 
solation prize. 

They last lifted the trophy in 
2009 after a 15-3 final win against 
Bourgoin but Sale’s 19-6 league 
win over Northampton just under 
a fortnight ago will give the AJ Bell 
Stadium outfit plenty of confi¬ 
dence. 

All of the points were scored in 
the first half of that game as 
Northampton, who remain sec¬ 
ond in the Premiership, were frus¬ 
trated by some superb defending 
in the second stanza. 

“We played into their hands, 
they killed the ball a lot and got 


their big players in,” said Pisi. 

“This week we’ll go back to what 
we do best, running hard, tackling 
hard, getting those opportunities 
to play. 

“The boys are keen and ready to 
get back on the horse to win.” 

Forwards coach Dorian West is 
also aware that Saints will have to 
find a key to the lock of the Sale 
defence if they are to progress. 

“I think we had 70 per cent of 
possession in the second half and 
we put them under a lot of pres¬ 
sure,” he said of the previous 
game. “Certain things didn’t go 
our way, on another day we score 


some points and win the game. It’s 
fine margins in these matches. 

“You just have to get back to the 
training, working hard, do your 
analysis and look at things you 
can improve on and try to be bet¬ 
ter players. 

“We’ve trained well this week so 
I’m pleased with where we’re at.” 

West said that a Thursday night 
fixture - and the quick turna¬ 
round that left the club with - had 
meant that the build-up to the 
game had been different. 

“You have to do everything 
quicker and earlier in the week so 
it’s quite hard work,” he said. 


Mallinder’s ire after Barnes stopped time 


Saints Director of Rugby Jim 
Mallinder thought referee Wayne 
Barnes ended Saturday’s East 
Midlands Derby defeat to 
Leicester Tigers when there was 
still time left on the clock. 

Barnes ended the game as 
Northampton prepared to take a 
lineout close to the Leicester line, 
at a time when the Tigers were 
down to 13 men. 

It meant that Saints were con¬ 
demned to a 22-16 defeat and 
denied the chance to get back 
into the game from their strong 
field position. 

Mallinder angrily confronted 
Barnes in the tunnel after his 
decision as Leicester’s domi¬ 


nance in the fixture continued. 

“I may have got it wrong but the 
way I saw it, the ball had gone out 
of play, it was our lineout, their 
physio had hold of the ball and 
Ben Foden finally got it back, still 
with time on the clock and then 
Mr Barnes decided that the game 
was over,” said Mallinder. 

“It was a strange one. It was 
very, very disappointing as we 
could have snatched it at the 
death. 

“But it’s a game where we have 
to look at the other 78 minutes, 
not just the last two minutes. 

“But of course the last two min¬ 
utes have a big say in what hap¬ 
pened.” 


Mallinder refused to blame 
young fly-half Will Hooley as 
Saints slipped to their first 
Premiership home defeat of the 
season and extended their win¬ 
less run against their East 
Midlands rivals to ten matches. 

The 20-year-old was rock solid 
in defence but endured a torrid 
day with the boot, missing two 
penalties and a conversion in 
contrast to Leicester’s fly-half 
Owen Williams who struck 17 
points with a 100 per cent record 
from the tee. 

It meant that tries by Kahn 
Fotuali’i and Ethan Waller were 
in vain for Saints on a disappoint¬ 
ing afternoon. 


“On the day, Williams came out 
on top,” said Mallinder. “I don’t 
think you can hide from that fact. 

“Will was magnificent in 
defence, he put in some brilliant 
tackles, but his goal kicking 
wasn’t quite as good as Williams, 
who was excellent. 

“It’s a big ask for a young lad, 
but that will be a massive learn¬ 
ing experience for him and he 
will only get better.” 

Meanwhile, Saints skipper 
Dylan Hartley will not face any 
action over an alleged bite on 
Leicester’s Tom Youngs. 

Hooker Hartley’s name had 
been mentioned in connection 
but no evidence was found.

Chris Wilder is confident that 
there will be further twists in the 
League Two relegation battle after 
the Cobblers' hopes of survival 
took a turn for the worse on 
Saturday. 

Northampton’s manager saw his 
side slip to a dismal 3-0 defeat at 
home to Bury which leaves them 
three points adrift of safety with 
just six matches left to play. 

With Wycombe Wanderers - the 
side directly above the Cobblers 
who occupy the last safe position - 
possessing a superior goal differ¬ 
ence the gap that Town need to 
claw back is realistically four points 
while other sides in and around the 
trapdoor have experienced an 
upturn in form to pull themselves 
away from danger. 

Wilder is acutely aware that the 
club losing its Football League sta¬ 
tus remains an alarming possibili¬ 
ty after a run of just three points 
from the last 15 available. 

Things had looked more positive 
thanks to a six game unbeaten run 
at the end of February and start of 
March but recent troubles have 
restored the doom and gloom at 
Sixfields. Wilder, however, believes 
fortunes and mood can change 
very quickly in this division. 

“The season can’t end after 40 
games, there are another six games 
to go,” said Wilder. “If people write 
us off I can’t do anything about that 
but I’ve certainly not written this 


season off. I’m telling you there’s a 
lot more fight left in this group of 
players and staff than people will 
expect and make out. 

“We’ve just got to keep going, 
that’s the top and bottom of it. 

“We’re in a job we all love and 
we’re desperate to succeed.” 

Saturday’s defeat was particularly 
disappointing as mid-table Bury at 
home was a fixture many had tar¬ 
geted as being an ideal opportunity 
for a precious three points. 

“We’ve lost a game of football 
where we’ve not done our job 
accordingly,” said Wilder. “But we 
have done [the job] in the past, we 


have done in our careers. We’ve got 
to get back to that. 

“We’ve got to go ahead. Things 
happen, confidence becomes 
affected and the environment 
changes as it would have done 
because of what’s happened all 
season, not just what happened on 
Saturday. 

“We have to be big enough and 
bold enough to get over that.” 

Next on the agenda for the 
Cobblers is a trip to Accrington 
Stanley, a club which has taken a 
path Northampton hope to by 
climbing away from trouble to a 
more comfortable mid-table spot. 


“We’re playing against Accrington 
on Saturday and we understand 
that it’s a big game,” said Wilder. 

“But there is no reason why we 
can’t go there and win and the pic¬ 
ture changes yet again. 

“I’m absolutely positive that there 
will be loads more twists and turns 
in the next six games as there have 
been in the last six. 

“The remit was to stay up and I 
certainly believe there is still 
enough in the changing room to 
make that happen.”

Comment: NTFC must discover that Shrewsbury spirit

“What is it all about, this dogged identifica¬ 
tion with mediocrity? No more than the inad¬ 
equate identifying with the inept? Or some¬ 
thing brave, charming, important?” 

So wrote the Independent’s Peter Popham in 
April 1992, about Northampton Town fans, 
their club in administration with the manager 
and nine players sacked to cut costs. 

“I want to straighten out my finances” read a 
mocking insurance firm bill-board at the 
Cobblers’ County Ground. 

Just over a year later two and half thousand 
Northampton fans pack into Shrewsbury’s Gay 
Meadow for a win or bust relegation clash. 

The travelling faithful know that the drop to 
the Conference would mean oblivion for their 
bedraggled East Midlands club. 

A banner draped over the old Station End 
perimeter fence said “No Surrender - fight for it 
Cobblers”. You’d have forgiven the 


Northampton team for having no stomach for a 
scrap given the early 90s High-Court cases, 
unpaid wages and constant budget cuts. 

Steve Brown, the Cobblers’ busy midfielder, 
was banned, leaving a rag-tag bunch of youth 
teamers and over-the-hill journeymen to take 
on the play-off chasing Shrews. 

But what the likes of Lee Colkin, Steve Terry, 
Stewart Beavon, Darren Harmon and Barry 
Richardson lacked in skill, they made up for in 
graft and the Cobblers came away from 
Shrewsbury with a 3-2 win. 

The match is known in Northampton as the 
“great escape” with the Cobblers’ decisive goal 
coming off the backside of cameo king Pat 
Gavin. The success was constructed with the 
“nuts and bolts” of football: shot-blocking 
determination, pressing the ball and hip-to- 
hip competition. They came from 2-0 down. 

At full time, with the Gay Meadow pitch a 
claret canvas of fans embracing their flyweight 
players who had gone toe-to-toe and remained 
standing, Arsenal and Northampton legend 
Dave Bowen addressed the press: “The club 
must never find itself in this position again.” 

But they do: Northampton remain three 
points adrift in the bottom two of the base¬ 
ment division after last Saturday’s 3-0 thrash¬ 
ing by Bury at Sixfields. 

Yet, while the vehicles in the player’s car park 
have improved along with the ability to pay 


their considerable wages on time in the years 
since Gay Meadow, the fight appears to have 
gone. The fans were there as ever, drinking 
their spring lager and dealing with the mind- 
numbing banter of Premier League supporters 
in pre-match boozers. 

“Cobblers are rubbish, I don’t know why you 
bother” is the standard refrain from know-it- 
all pub pundits and, for once, Northampton 
supporters might accept they had a point. 

It wasn’t the score-line that was particularly 
disappointing; though shipping three goals to 
a second-rate Bury side was undoubtedly piti¬ 
able, it was more that the goals were so bleakly 
predictable. 

Like a day out with an unfunny uncle with a 
penchant for slapstick, Northampton fans 
sighed at the opener for Bury after the Cobblers 
failed to stop not one but two crosses with 
Hallam Hope, a recent Sixfields loanee, head¬ 
ing in off the bar. 

While the victory at Shrewsbury was built on 
the bruised thighs of shot-blocking Cobblers, 
the Northampton defence never got within 
four feet of Danny Mayor as he ran along the 
penalty box before hitting a deflected shot over 
Matt Duke for the Shakers’ second. 

Still the Cobblers had the chance to clawback 
some respect by planting one on their oppo¬ 
nents. But there was nothing from 
Northampton and it was Bury who sucker- 


punched Chris Wilder’s side to slap home the 
three-nil rout. 

Matt Duke, who has veered from the sublime 
to the ridiculous this season managed to swing 
and miss at a bouncing Evan Horwood back- 
pass leaving Danny Rose to score. 

The Northampton team of ’93 didn’t really 
need a sign telling them to “fight for it” - 
resentment at careers ended on a low note was 
enough for old stagers Chard, Terry and Beavon 
with local pride important to youth products 
Colkin and Harmon. The current Cobblers 
line-up however could do with an aeroplane 
fly-by a la David Moyes saying “at least just 
try”. In terms of technique, Chris Hackett, 
Emile Sinclair, Alan Connell and Mathias 
Doumbe are miles ahead of their early nineties 
counterparts while Sixfields (with a redevelop¬ 
ment due) is a world away from the ramshackle 
County Ground. 

If the Cobblers do go down this season then it 
will be an affront to the bucket rattling volun¬ 
teers that saved the club from bankruptcy, 
forming the first ever Supporter’s Trust and the 
players lumbered with the tag of worst ever but 
who never sank so low. 

Northampton have six games to pull them¬ 
selves together with the Wycombe away match 
on Good Friday an opportunity to live up to 
that Severn-side final fight, a chance to achieve 
something brave, charming, important.
